tees meeting attended by a 
group of citizens. 

Interest evinced by the citi¬ 
zens group is attributed to the 
school board election tomorrow 
in which voters will decide 
whether or not the local board 
of three members should be In¬ 
creased to five as permitted un¬ 
der new legislation last fall.

Quoting from appropriate 
sections of the law regarding 
school administration, the trus¬ 
tees asserted Tuesday that en¬ 
largement of the board would 
not increase its powers. Addi¬ 
tional authority could be grant¬ 
ed only on the basis of a 20 
million dollar assessed valua¬ 
tion and an average daily at¬ 
tendance of 1000. At present 
city property valuation is only 
eight million and the average 
daily attendance 860, including 
the seventh and eighth grades. 

Efficiency Stressed 

Howell N. White Jr., member 
of the board of trustees, said 
recent experiments at Harvard 
Business' school indicated that 
most efficient administrative 
bodies consist of from five to 
seven members. A larger group, 
he said, is apt to result in con¬ 
fusion and delay and a num¬ 
ber under five is not considered 
sufficient for interchange of 
thought and exploration of all 
facets of a problem. 

Mrs. Grace Vane, who headed 
a group of interested citizens 
present, sought an answer from 
the trustees and candidates, to 
reports she had heard to the 
effect that 40 per cent of the 
local pupils showed a retarded 
ability to read and spell when 
entering other schools. 

Pressed by Attorney Noren 
Eaton, the trustees produced, 
after the meeting, a report for 
1951-52 by the California Test 
Bureau, showing Sierra Madre 
fifth and sixth grade students 
to be on a par with the na¬ 
tional average in three of the 
10 tabulations, and from one 
to five points above average in 
the remaining seven. The tests 
covered reading, arithmetic, 
grammar, spelling and lan¬ 
guage. 

^Results of similar tests for 
1953-54 by the Bureau in the 
near future will be available 
in August, trustees said. 

The present board, compris¬ 
ing Dr. Valois, White and Mrs. 
Stanley Coutant, has recom¬ 
mended the five-member school 
board. While there appears to 
be some opposition to the en¬ 
larging of the board, the Edu¬ 
cation Research Committee of 
Sierra Madre has strongly en¬ 
dorsed the proposition and has 
obtaihed endorsements from 
the following: Rudolph Hart¬ 
man, former board member, 
Harry Lange, Mrs. Tom Willis, 
Mrs. Arthur C. Bohart, retiring 
president of the PTA, Mrs. Bet¬ 
ty Carver, J. A. Dewar, Lee Ship- 
pey, Mrs. P. R. Woodworth, and 
others.

By yesterday the committee, 
headed by William H. Hawkins 
Jr., had received only 114 re¬ 
plies to the 2400 questionnaires 
mailed recently to Sierra Ma- 
dreans asking how they felt 
about having an entry in Pasa¬ 
dena Tournament of Roses pa¬ 
rades. While the “noes” con¬ 
tinue to outnumber the “yesses” 
(64 to 47—three were “on the 
fence” about a float!), the com¬ 
mittee feels at present that cash 
and pledges totaling $193 add 
some weight to the favorable 
comments. 

Urge Replies 

The committee asks urgently 
that those who received ques¬ 
tionnaires please express an 
opinion, one way or another, so 
that the survey results won’t 
hang in dead center. For the 
convenience of persons who did 
NOT receive questionnaires, an 
answer form appears elsewhere 
in this issue of The NEWS. Clip 
it, check it and mail it in, the 
committee asks. 

Floats need not cost as much 
as previously thought, the com¬ 
mittee has learned. With in¬ 
genuity jn design and volunteer 
labor used extensively, flowers 
costing between $800 and $1000 
plus incidentals, should be the 
major expenditure, members 
feel. 

If a convincing majority of 
residents favor a float entry, 
according to Hawkins, it is the 
intention to form an associa¬ 
tion, making the project a com¬ 
munity one throughout, from 
selection of a theme, to com¬ 
petition for design and volun¬ 
teer construction and flower 
application.

Sierra has claim to being the 
largest manufacturer in this 
country of parts and mechan¬ 
isms used in the fabrication of 
artificial arms, a complex field 
requiring an extensive company 
education program to insure 
proper installation of the de¬ 
vices. A typical program was 
the Sierra Workshop Seminar 
in Chicago from which key 
Sierra personnel returned re¬ 
cently. 

Present Lectures, Papers 

Lectures on business manage¬ 
ment and finance were present¬ 
ed by Sierra vice - president, 
Harry Daulton, while technical 
aspects were covered in papers 
presented by Arthur Ritterrath, 
director of marketing. James 
O'Brien, precision assembly ex¬ 
pert, gave instruction in serv¬ 
icing the intricate mechanisms. 

"With an annual payroll ap¬ 
proaching a half-million dol¬ 
lars, Sierra Engineering has be¬ 
come an important factor in 
Sierra Madre’s economy,” ac¬ 
cording to a recent statement 
by Richard A. Hawks, president, 
who is a member of a pioneer 
Sierra Madre family. 

Live, Spend Here 
Seventy-five per cent-of the 
80 employees on the Sierra pay¬ 
roll not only live and spend 
their earnings in Sierra Madre 
but many take prominent roles 
in community service—the Vol¬ 
unteer Fire Department, Boy 
Scouting, Coordinating Council 
and others. 

During the mountain fire last 


winter 12 Sierra men received 
regular company wages while 
working on the fire lines. 

Sierra engineers are frequent¬ 
ly challenged with a need for 
devising new production tech¬ 
niques. That for the anthropo 
metric dummies used in air¬ 
craft test research and studies 
on the safe design of automo¬ 
biles was one—and Sierra is 
now one of the principal 
sources. 

Other Products, Too 

Other company products are 
breathing valves, anesthesia 
equipment and also, precision 
components, miniature com¬ 
ponents for the transfer of mo¬ 
tion. 

The consolidation of the R. A. 
Hawks company and Sierra En¬ 
gineering took place less than 
a year ago. The Hawks com¬ 
pany was parlayed by young 
Hawks from a capital invest¬ 
ment in 1931 of a flair for ma¬ 
chinery, an independent and 
inquiring mind, a basement 
workshop, a Model T Ford—and 
about $8!

BEVINGTON SAYS 
PARKWAY CLEANUP 
IS PROGRESSING 


The 23rd annual meeting and 
program Saturday, May 15, of 
the Sierra Madre Historical So¬ 
ciety, brought back to town 
some of the pioneers who re¬ 
sided here in the 1880’s. 

Among these were Anita Car¬ 
ter Gregory of Pasadena, daugh¬ 
ter of Sierra Madre’s founder, 
Arthur Brown, who came here 
as school principal in 1903 and 
later became principal of the 
Woodrow Wilson Junior High 
school; William Bixby of Pasa¬ 
dena a ii d his sisters, whose 
family lived on Montecito in 
the early days, and Lewis Reed 
of Los Angeles whose home was 
where the Monastery is now 
located. 

First showing of slides of 
early Sierra Madre scenes, as 
well as colored, present - day 
pictures constituted the pro¬ 
gram arranged by Raymond D. 
Andrews. W. Webster Vannier, 
vice-president, presided. 

Miss Martha Pritchard, in 
whose home at 121 E. Alegria, 
the meeting was held, later 
served cakes and punch to the 
70 persons attending. 


Lawrence Bevington, new city 
administrator, reports there still 
is some additional work to be 
done in the clean-up of City 
parkways after the flood emer¬ 
gency. Much of the work al¬ 
ready has been accomplished 
by City forces, augmented by 
temporary employees hired for 
that purpose, Bevington said 
after a survey this week. 

Property owners who observe 
a need for additional work on 
the parkways are requested to 
contact Ben Mobley, assistant 
street superintendent, at the 
City Hall. An inspection will be 
made and, where possible, the 
Street Department will do this 
work. 

It also is requested that per¬ 
manent type barriers erected by 
property owners on parkways 
during the flood emergency be 
removed by June 1. 

The Chamber of Commerce is 
placing special emphasis on a 
city-wide clean-up—a “war on 
rubbish”—and removal of fire 
hazards. 


Kiwanis Hears 
Lanferman, 


Frank Lanterman, State as¬ 
semblyman for t h i s district, 
shared his time as scheduled 
speaker at the Kiwanis Club 
luncheon Tuesday, with Con¬ 
gressman Edgar W. Iliestand. 

Lanterman, a member of the 
State Ways and Means com¬ 
mittee, summarized the meth¬ 
ods used and difficulties en¬ 
countered in preparing the an¬ 
nual budget. He distributed a 
copy of this year’s 1400-page 
budget authorizing appropria¬ 
tions of $1,432,000,000. On this 
basis, he said, each page of the 
book might be said to be 
“worth” more than $1,000,000. 

The assemblyman listed 
among the legislature’s accom¬ 
plishments of the past year the 
implementing of anci amend¬ 
ment to the Mutual Aid Act, 
which, as an example, gave 
L. A. County agencies the au¬ 
thority to help Sierra Madre 
during fire and flood. He also 
mentioned the reorganization of 
the Alcoholic Beverage Control 
laws and the strengthening of 
narcotic penalties. 

Declaring his conviction that 
“the Federal government had 
been "penurious in the past in 
its appropriations for fire pre¬ 
vention and control in the An¬ 
geles National Forest,” Con¬ 
gressman Hiestand told his lis¬ 
teners that he had arrived at 
this conclusion after a tour of 
the mountain forest area in the 
summer of 1953 with Forest Su¬ 
pervisor William V. Menden¬ 
hall. 

The fire which started in De¬ 
cember of that year bore out 
his conviction and immediately 
on his arrival in Washington, 
Hiestand said, he started work 
on the project of relief for the 
affected communities. 

"The difficulty Is,” Hiestand 
said, “that the budget for the 
fiscal year has already been 
made. However, I have briefed 
all legislators on the problem 
which exists here, and it is my 
belief that appropriations for 
debris dams in Bailey, Auburn 
and Carter canyons will go thru 
without question.”

Baker Defends 
Specifications 
For Road Oi! 


R. Merritt Baker, w h o last 
week wound up his duties as 
city administrator, has come to 
the defense of his specifications 
for 30.000 gallons of flenetrating 
oil for the Street Department, 
explaining that, while specifi¬ 
cations were such as to exclude 
heavy three-axle trucks, this 
was done to protect the City 
.street work. 

Councilman Lome B. Pratt 
contended last week that the 
specifications were so rigid that 
“at least five other bidders” 
were excluded. Three bids re¬ 
ceived were rejected on Pratt’s 
motion. 

Needed by Summer 

The penetrating oil is needed 
for the City’s summer street 
maintenance program. 

“Quality of street mainte¬ 
nance and not just the cheap¬ 
est price on some road oil” 
was his objective in writing the 
specifications as he did, Baker 
states, adding, “and getting a 
quality result involves the 
method of applying the oil.” 

Light, two-axle “city” trucks, 
with oil applied under pressure 
by a skilled "boot” man, in 
seal-coating the relatively short 
spans of city streets, are prefer¬ 
able to the heavy, three-axle 
trucks and gravity distribution 
suitable for miles of county 
roads and highways, Baker said. 

Tells Time Element 

“The time element in proc¬ 
essing the short spans, of city 
streets,” he continues, “doesn’t 
permit the oil to set up and 
harden sufficiently between ap¬ 
plications to support the heav¬ 
ier type equipment. 

“These are the reasons, then,” 
the former city administrator 
says, “for requesting oil that 
meets county standards and for 
the specific method of applying 
it. These would, of course, tend 
to exclude some bidders but in¬ 
sures protection of our streets."

JEALOUSY OF THE NEW BABY 

Modern parents of today are 
quite aware of the struggle 
most children experience in ac¬ 
cepting a new baby into the 
family. Gone are the days (we 
hope) when a child was told 
that “his nose was out of joint” 
or that “you may as well realize 
that you are no longer the 
baby.” However, many parents 
feel a good deal of frustration, 
and often real disappointment, 
in their child’s lack of ability 
to accept the newcotper with 
good grace. 

Perhaps the parent does not 
realize the intensity of the feel¬ 
ings experienced by a child 
under six when he first discov¬ 
ers that he is no longer the sole 
object of his parents’ affections, 
but must share them with an¬ 
other child. When undue atten¬ 
tion is given the new baby, and 
this is often the case, the older 
child may feel that he is no 
longer loved or wanted, and 
suffer a great deal. He may at¬ 
tempt to hurt and injure the 
baby; or he may demonstrate 
affection and discuss the 
charms of the new baby be¬ 
cause others are doing so. He 
may feel a compulsion to “be 
nice” to the baby because it 
is expected of him. 

Even if a child appears to 
really love the baby he may 
feel insecure because of its 
presence. He may feel that 
mother and father will grow to 
love it more than they do him. 
The child may revert to in¬ 
fantile behavior; thumb-suck¬ 
ing, crying and bed-wetting, in 
an unconscious desire to again 
be the center of attention. 

What can parents do to mini¬ 
mize feelings of jealousy and 
help a child in his adjustment 
to a new baby Authorities on 
child development offer these 
suggestions: 

Prepare the child for the ad¬ 
vent of the new baby, but do 
not tell him too far in advance. 
One or two months’ notice is 
about right for a 3- or 4-year- 
old. A 5-or 6-year-old may 
profit by a longer period of 
planning. 

Be sure he is happy and se¬ 
cure with the person who cares 
for him while you are in the 
hospital. Tell him when you 
are leaving and how long you 
will be gone. Talk to him daily 
on the telephone. 

When you return try to greet 
him without the baby in your 
arms. Spend a little time with 
him before you show him the 
baby. 

Remember that telling him 
he must love his little brother 
or sister will not make him do 
so. 

Accept the fact that he may 
be jealous but let him know 
that you love him anyway. 
Naturally, you cannot let him 
hurt the baby. You might say, 

“I know how you feel about 
the baby and I understand, but 
I cannot let you hurt him.” 

If he announces that he is 
going to shoot the baby, lose 
him or give him away, it is 
usually best to ignore such . 
talk. 

If there is love and respect 
between the parents, children 
will adopt the same attitude. 
Although a certain amount of 
squabbling among children in 
the same family is to be ex¬ 
pected, the compensations of 
having brothers and sisters is 
very great. The large families 
are usually the happiest!

An idea born in Sierra Madre 
may create a national stir. Dur¬ 
ing a teachers’ institute here 
men teachers from several 
towns had a meeting of their 
own. When asked how many of 
those present needed part-time 
jobs for the 12 weeks in sum¬ 
mer when school is not in ses¬ 
sion, all but one raised their 
hands. It came out that one of 
those present had worked for 
a mat packing plant during his 
vacation last summer and an¬ 
other had worked for an air¬ 
plane plant. A committee was 
named to suggest to the Cali¬ 
fornia Teachers association, 
which represents all the public 
school teachers in the state, 
though not all are members, 
that it set up a department for 
securing such summer jobs for 
teachers. 

The argument of the Sierra 
Madreans advancing the idea 
was that teachers enter their 
profession with a sense of dedi¬ 
cation, but those who have 
families to support cannot, in 
many cases, make ends meet 
on a ten-month salary. Indus¬ 
try continually tempts men in 
that situation to desert teach¬ 
ing for higher pay, especially 
in such fields as physics, chem¬ 
istry, engineering and elec¬ 
tronics. But what will happen 
to America if our schools and 
colleges no longer have top men 
to teach these things? The 
great advances this nation has 
made largely are due to the 
fact that the benefits of free 
education have been extended 
to more persons here than any¬ 
where else, producing a higher 
percentage of intelligent as 
well as skilled workers. 

The 12-week vacation in sum¬ 
mer is a dear thing to teach¬ 
ers. But the men at that meet¬ 
ing said they would rather give 


up their vacations than their 
profession, and unless hey 
could get part-time jobs the 
temptation to give up their 
profession was great. 

Verily, greater love than this 
hath no teacher, that he give 
up his vacation for his pro¬ 
fession. But this has become 
a national problem. 

In many areas the schooling 
which has made America great 
is laboring under such handi¬ 
caps that teachers can give and 
students can get only half the 
education of which they are 
capable. 

What do you think we should 
do about it?
